the old Companies who have recently extend- 
ed their'main or branch tracks, by the use of, 
OT contracts for foreign rails, are now’repre- 
‘sented at Waghitigton: ‘by a-Committee, pray- 
ing aid.@0r relief from*Congress,., A similar 
movement was made last year. It is now 
‘presented, at a season of increased pecuniary 
diffeulty throughont the country, in the form 
we understand of a petition for the restoration 
of and release from duties paid and to be paid 
within the dates, July 1, 1853,.and June'30, 
‘4855, a period of two Treasury years. The
